B E I RUT, Lebanon (U P I) - Syrian 
and Palestinian pressure pushed Moslem 
leftists toward a cease-fire today amid 
indications that any failure to agree on a

Socialist leader Kamal Jumblatt and 
leftist allies called a conference today to 
discuss the latest Syrian-sponsored 
peace proposals The talks followed a 
meeting Monday night between Jumblatt 
and Yasser Arafat, leader of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
The talks coincided with heavy new 
fighting in Beirut and across the country. 
as Christians and Moslems battled with 
tanks and artillery 
The Middle East 
News agency said the northern port of 
Tripoli was threatened by an oil refinery 
fire raging out of control 
Political sources said Arafat urged 
Jumblatt to freeze the fighting for one 
week to enable parliament to meet and 
elect a new president 
This would be done by the House ap­ 
proving a draft amendment to the con 
stitution allowing for presidential elec­

RADIO AD VERTISIN G - A B R IE F DF PROS A (ONN 


The Radio Advertising Bureau estimated that, in 1%2, 
there were 183,800,000 radios in use in America. Ten years 
later they said this number had grown to 353.500,000. 
Today the estimates run over the 400,000,000 mark. 
Researchers allow that there are 5.5 radios in the average 
household, and these* are located in the living room, 
kitchen. bedr<M>m and the* family cars. 


Radio advertisers in one recent year spent $1.5 billion in 
the airing of their products and services, with $70,000,000 
of this going to the networks, AHC, CHS, NHC and Mutual.

advertisers 
from 
supermarkets 
to 
auto 
dealerships 
contributed the* bulk of this expenditure in 
local or regional advertising on radio. 


Here* are some not so startling statistics supplied by 
RADAK 
short for Radio All Dimension Audience 
Research: 


• Me*n are- supposed to be* listeming to raelio most in the* 
a.m. while* driving to work, but women actually dom 
mate* the* morning hour audiences. 
• Automobile* listening does not dominate the bulk of 
drive* time listening. It actually covers, the*y say, 14% 
of the morning and 24% of the* afte*rnoon driving 
hours. 
• Housewife* listening time, reported to be he*aviest be* 
twe*en IO a.m. and 3 p.m., also includes a large per 
e*e*ntageejf male listeners, away from the home*. 


As I see it, one* should not be* confused whe n he* is 
spending his money for advertising, with air time ane! 
audience atte-ntion. As in the* consideration of the- tv 
advertising dollar, because* your message is "on the air 
does not insure* that it is being heard. Radio is suppose d to 
be, and sure ly it must be*, a tenil of entertainment. Ye>u 
keep the* radio on when you're alejne for "company, 
so 
there will neet In* total blank in your home* or auto. In trying 
to arrive at the rt*ason one young man had to play his radio 
so loud that it dominated the sound waves of the? entire 
building, I was told, “ when I have* the* radio on I don’t have 
to think!'' “ Beautiful” san! I 
“yew have just summe d up 
my personal survey em the value of radio adversing' 


Of course*. I am admittedly prejudiced. I look at such 
insignificant factors like the* attention a man pays to his 
radio while* driving to work, repairing his car, lying in the* 
sun, whatever 
not once have* I seen a mart grab a pe*n 
and paper to write down a name* and address, afte r hearing 
a commercial. Yet the* re*se*arche*rs will te*ll you he’s he*aring 
those* me ssage s! 


Women are* purported to be* gre at re*sponde*rs to radio 
advertising. While visiting at a radio station em a recent 
occasion, a frie-nd whee worked there slamme*d the* phone- 
down hard after answering a call. His comment was, 
“damn those* women, why can’t the y rememlje*r and write 
down what they’ve heard inste ad of ‘ ailing me* a hundred 
times a clay expecting me* to figure* out what offer they 
he*ard and what they're* talking about' It ail boils down to 
the fact that pe ople dem't listen too well to se-rious thoughts 
while they are being entert ained 


Am I saying that the* billion and a half dollars, or mar*', 
spent for radio advertising over the* nation today is a total 
waste of money? (lf course not, no advertising authority 
would go this far for sure*ly the*re must be some value being 
returned for this kind cif money spent What I am saying is 
that dollar for dollar, if you take* the trouble to keep an 
accurate* ae counting of ye*ur advertising results, you will 
accomplish more- selling with newspaper advertising than 
you will with radiej, in less time lapse*. And, a careful 
analysis of the* budget expended arni the results obtained, 
will usually point the way to cutting your advertising costs 
overall by putting the* bulk of your memey into newspaper, 
With most businessmen cost cutting, while maintaining 
desired sales levels, is the name of the game-' 
What about a combination, newspaper and radio, in an 
effort to cover all bases? Fine, lots of business people 
handle their advertising in this manner, and seem 
blissfully happy with the results And, if you have a large* 
advertising budge t pe rhaps this is the way you do it. Hut, I 
strongly suspect that the business owner going this route- 
over a year s time is paying little or no attention to solid 
results, he’s been conditioned by someone to feel that he is 
covering his market well, and since results are difficult to 
tabulate from his radio advertising he simply assumes its 
value. 


lf you are planning to give more serious thought to how 
you spend your local and regional advertising budget, take 
the time to call this newspaper. In response, we ll give you 
some fai ts you can really get your teeth into! We too like 
pie, hut in its place on a plate, not in the sky!

While the baseball statistics will not immortalize him. the 
physical statistics keep Thompson a victim of leukemia 
pleasingly vital They are in the "normal 
range But just 
two years ago his white bloods ell count was IO times higher 
Thompson age 29 had an indication of trouble after his an 
nual medical checkup on Jan 31. 1973 Something fishy was 
found in his bone marrow He was told to check back in four 
days It was a long long four days 
Thompson then phoned the hospital 
"Doc " he said, "What did you find *" 
The doctor said, "Dan, you've got leukemia " 
Thompson replied "Thank you 
He would rec all this moment " I wondered what the hell I 
was thanking him for I was scared to death My mind was 
spinning " 
The doctor suggested he come in for a visit, but first in 
structed him that his was a "slow " type of leukemia The 
white blood cells that multiply rapidly and devour the bone 
marrow so swiftly in "acute" leukemia might in fact be 
arrested in his case* since it was caught so early 
"Some people live until they're 60 or 70 years old without 
knowing they have it," th** doctor said 
In the last three years according to Thompson and his doc 
tors the shortstop has been as healthy as the next guy But 
sometimes it s hard to convince the* next guy 
Thompson says the* emotional pain after learning of his 
disease was greater than any physical problem 
He 
describes this in a rec ently published autobiography ' E 6 
The Diary of a Major League Shortstop" (Dillon Press I writ 


ten with Bob Fowler 
It was hard to face people." Thompson said "It seemed 
everywhere I went people asked the same question, ‘How are 
.ou*’ I got sick of hearing those words ... When I'd see peo­ 
ple talking in a group, I believed they were getting up a pool 
on the dav and time I d die This may sound funny, but I was 
almost embarrassed that I had leukemia 
lie* felt management took it worst of all He thought he was 
being benched whenever he did anything wrong They would 
mutter to themselves, he believed "Danny must be tiring " 
Eventually Thompson s doctor called Calvin Griffith. 
owner of the Twins, to explain the Danny's wiring was not in 
the least frayed 
In 1972 Thompson s third year in the big leagues, and the 
season before the leukemia was disc overed, he had emerged 
as a top flight player 
He batted 276 and played in 144 
games 
In 1973 he played in only 99 games and hit just 225 He had 
an assortment of injuries, such as a pulled muscle, a 
sprained ankle 
routine injuries for an athlete But the 
Twins read "leukemia " And even when Thompson was 
healthy, he was on the bench "They wrote me off," he says 
An emotional turning point came after one particular in­ 
ning in whic h he committed two errors He came off the field 
md ran into a wall of boos 
It was one of the greatest thrills 
of mv life " he recalls with a smile in his voice ‘ The fans 
were treating me as just another ballplayer, again instead

With my vacation to the 
Caribbean only a few days 
off. I felt it was time to 
reminisce over the last 25 years 
of local fishing activity at Lake 
Cachuma. 
Soon after tin* darn was com­ 
pleted at Lake Cachuma, it was 
decided to make it mainly a 
trout lake, with a consession to 
handle fishing and boating 
recreations. 
This contract was awarded to 
Tom Lineham and Bill Brooks 
who built the business up to 
what it is today. 
The first boating dock was a 
short distance from the dam, 
until a heavy flood, which 
peaked on Christmas Day, 
required every available person 
to help cut all the floating 
equipment loose so it would not 
be sunk by the rapidly increas­ 
ing waters of the lake. 
Later most everything was 
recovered, and the next 
dockage area was built about a 
mile east of the 
dam on a 
higher elevation This was in 
operation many years until a 
change in management finally 
moved the marina where it is 
now 
Although this was intended to 
be* a trout lake, as a result of 
the floods, bass, pan fish, and 
catfish began arriving Also the 
pestilential goldfish The gold­ 
fish most likely came from the 
fish ponds in the village of 
Paradise, which 
was also 
flooded at that time The game 
fish may have been swept into 
the river from (libraHer Dam, 
which was also filled to the 
spillway 
It took awhile, but the black 
bass fishing got good, and also 
catfish I often wondered how 
Bill Brooks felt about catfish in 
his lake as he was a die-hard 
trout man himself. Bass, well 
he could live with them, but cat­ 
fish. like any other dedicated 
trout angler, he despised 
There was really good fishing 
in those days A lot of the trout 
were 
probably 
originally 
stcclhead and got trapped 
behind the dam after it was 
built 
These lunkers were 
always caught in deep water, 
and always near the dam Once 
in a while a big one will be 
taken near the dam now. hut not 
like they used to 
It was in this manner that we 
caught the largest trout we ever 
go! 
I had been fishing in the late 
afternoon, and along about 
sunset I decided to call it quits, 
when something really hit our 
line I could not handle what 
ever was there, just a heavy 
tugging sometimes line would 
come in. but then it would 
always peel back out again 
It was getting dark, and no 
relief was in sight when all of a 
sudden the line began to build 
up After nearly an hour the fish 
broke water and finally gave 
up 
With no landing net and 
darkness set in. it was a 
miracle that the line*, after all it 
had gone through, held up long 
enough to pull in one dead tired 
fish that scaled over four 
pounds

The impact of the dry year will be felt 
all up and down the state In the view of 
some, the* dry year. coupled, perhaps 
with another dry year could upset the 
tentative timetable for the delivery of 
state project water to a score of areas; 
and even speed up the need for such sup­ 
plementary water 
As much as any observer. Ed Rodgers 
has warned about the need to decide soon 
whether we want to set in motion the 
delivery program for the county’s 57,700 
acre feet of water annually and Rodgers 
is mindful of the time and money­ 
consuming effort it is to do all that has to 
be done to get state project water 
delivered It's not like telephoning the 
bottled water company and asking the 
purveyor to bring an extra bottle each 
delivery, beginning the next delivery It 
will take years of effort and millions and 
millions of dollars to bring the sup­ 
plementary water out of our kitchen 
taps 
Rodgers has also warned that the supp­ 
ly available to the state will not be 
adequate to fulfill all the entitlements 
that have already been formally con­ 
tracted for

runoff less runoff cuts down on the supp­ 
ly of water available to run down the 
central valley aqueduct, less water even­ 
tually to divert to the proposed coastal
